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PROCEDURES FOR APPROVAL OF BUILDING PLANS 
AND SCHOOL SITES 
CHAS. BURSCH, Chief, Division of Schoolhouse Planning 


The present time, it is hoped, being near the close of a long period 
of relative inactivity in school construction, is a good one to restate the 
procedures involved in school site and building plan approval by the 
State Department of Education. Such a statement at this time should 
be especially helpful to new school officials and school architects. 

Jurisdiction of the Department in these matters is limited by the 
Edueation Code to school districts not governed by a ‘‘city board of edu- 
cation.’’ Education Code Section 18404 requires a written report and 
recommendations by the Department to the governing board of a district 
on a proposed school site before its acquisition. Section 18172 requires 
the governing board of a school district to obtain the written approval 
of the Department on plans before letting a contract or contracts totaling 
$5,000 or more for school construction. The Department is required by 
Section 18101 to establish rules and regulations needed for the expedi- 
tious handling of the work of the Division of Schoolhouse Planning. 

State Department of Education action on approvals for school sites 
and school building plans may now be had from the Los Angeles office 
of the Department as well as from Sacramento. Chas. D. Gibson, Field 
Representative, Division of Schoolhouse Planning, 311 State Building, 
Los Angeles, will serve the following counties: Inyo, Imperial, Kern, 
Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside, San Bernardino, San Diego, San Luis 
Obispo, Santa Barbara, and Ventura. 

The procedure in securing the written recommendations of the 
Department on a proposed school site acquisition is merely for the school 
district to inform the Division of Schoolhouse Planning of its intention 
to acquire land. A representative of the Division examines the property 
and gives its recommendations in a letter to the district. 

The procedure for approval of plans is more complex. The Divi- 
sion of Schoolhouse Planning concerns itself most with features of the 
building having to do with educational usefulness. Since for the most 
part the features contributing to the educational usefulness of a building 
are determined before the preliminary plans are completed, the Division 
Staff does most of its work in connection with plans in their preliminary 
stages. 

The Division has long operated under the rule that its written 
approval be given to school plans coming under its jurisdiction before 
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the governing board authorizes its architect to proceed with final drawings 
and specifications and prior to payment by the district to the architect of 
the amount due for preliminary drawings. However, there has not 
hitherto been published a comprehensive statement of the scope and 
content expected by the Division to appear on preliminary drawings 
submitted to it. Such a statement is presented here for the convenience 
of school district officials and their architects. Preliminary plans for a 
specific building should be based upon a carefully developed master plan 
of the building site involved. Approval of preliminary plans by the 
State Department of Education is effective for a period of one year only 
after date of approval. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR PRELIMINARY PLANS 


Preliminary drawings when submitted to the Division of Schoolhouse 
Planning shall include a plot of building plan; floor plans; elevation of 
two sides of building ; showing the following items: 


Pot PLAN (to seale) 


Size and shape of entire site with over-all dimensions 

Point of compass and data on prevailing and storm winds where 
significant 

Topographical conditions (engineer’s survey is required except on 
level site) 

Location of proposed building on site, its future additions and 
existing structures 

Student traffic connection between all buildings 

Service roads and parking areas 

Buildings on adjacent properties within 40 feet of property lines 
(indicate only) 

Existing growth (trees) and natural barriers (rocks, cliffs, streams, 
ete. ) 

Adjacent streets, highways, sidewalks, railroads, etc. (Designate 
major highways, county roads, or residential streets) 


Foor Pians (to scale, not less than 7, in. to 1 ft.) 


Location, sizes and purposes of all rooms 

Location of all doors, windows, ete. 

Location of plumbing fixtures, chalk boards, bulletin boards, built-in 
equipment and casework 

General method of heating, ventilating and lighting 

Over-all dimensions

FEDERAL FUNDS FOR PLANNING OF POSTWAR 
SCHOOL BUILDING CONSTRUCTION 


A part of Public Law 458—78th Congress (Chapter 480—2nd Ses- 
sion) Approved October 3, 1944, is printed herewith because of its possible 
application to California school districts desiring financial assistance in 
the preparation of plans for postwar construction. When federal funds 
have been appropriated for this purpose and the Federal Works Agency 
procedures are known an additional statement will be forthcoming. 


TITLE V—PUBLIC WORKS 


Sec. 501. (a) In order to encourage States and other non-Federal public 
agencies to make advance provision for the construction of public works (not including 
housing), the Federal Works Administrator is hereby authorized to make, from funds 
appropriated for that purpose, loans or advances to the States and their agencies and 
political subdivisions (hereinafter referred to as “public agencies’) to aid in financing 
the cost of architectural, engineering, and economic investigations and studies, surveys, 
designs, plans, working drawings, specifications, procedures, and other action preli- 
minary to the construction of such public works: Provided, That the making of loans 
or advances hereunder shall not in any way commit the Congress to appropriate funds 
to undertake any projects so planned. 

(b) Funds appropriated for the making of loans or advances hereunder shall be 
allotted by the Federal Works Administrator among the several States in the following 
proportion : 90 per centum in the proportion which the population of each State bears 
to the total population of all the States, as shown by the latest available Federal 
census, and 10 per centum according to his discretion: Provided, That the allotments 
to any State shall aggregate not less than one-half of 1 per centum of the total funds 
available for allotment hereunder: Provided further, That no loans or advances shall 
be made with respect to any individual project unless it conforms to an over-all State, 
local, or regional plan approved by competent State, local, or regional authority. 

(c) Advances under this section to any public agency shall be repaid by such 
agency if and when the construction of the public works so planned is undertaken. 
Any sums so repaid shall be covered into the Treasury as miscellaneous receipts. 

(d) The Federal Works Administrator is authorized to prescribe rules and 
regulations to carry out the purposes of this section.
